Cap.t 
Rankin’s body was found this morn­ 
ing riddled with bullets and hanging 
from a tree a mile from the hotel. 
Efforts to locate the body of Col. 
Taylor have 
been futile and

reported that he was also killed. 
Victims Ordered From Hotel. 
According to this report the night 
riders lined 
up outside the 
hotel, 
pulled out their revolvers and called 
Col. Taylor and Capt. Rankin. The

men did not 
suspect 
trouble 
and 
came 
down 
immediately.

they passed into the front yard of 
the hotel the night riders covered 
them

the hotel the night riders covered 
them with 
their 
revolvers. Before

surrounded and seized. They

The night riders then quietly took 


up their march from the hotel, turn- 
ing down the road toward Reelfoot 
Lake.
